Death-Dealing Rays 
Sent Out By t Stars 

Wasliington.— The discovery of huge 
"stars, of death," the rays of which 
would wipe out all eartWy l|fe if they 
could reach it, was announced by the 
Smithsonian Institution. 

A vast shower of "death rays" sent 
out by these stars was found to con- 
slst mostly of ultra-violet rays of the 
very shcrt v-'ave-lensth. Similar^ radia- 
tion Is given oft by the sun. but fortu- 
nately the death rays' cànhpt reach 
the 'earth because they 'are- screened 
out by a layer of ozone high In the 
earth's atmosphere.

Boxing — The Manly Art

Straight Left to the Head 

• ••QN GUARD PGR BOXING"— your left foot well advanced, your right 
proportionately in distance apart, with the right heel slightly raised. 
The body, is kept upright, well relaxed, the elbows In closa to the sides, 
while the léft arm Is extended well out in front, with the right acting as 
a guard, in position just over the heart. You have now attained the proper 
stance and are all set to deliver Just about the quickest and the most^ 
effective blow In the game— the straight left to the head. It is by far the 
most Important blow in the series for, because of the advanced position 
of the left shoulder, *it is actually more tlun half way to the mark before 
It starts. 

Imagine that you are standing on guard, properly poised in this 
fundamental stance between two walls, the width of ycur shoulders, the 
, cMn' tucIîed in close, 'never lead wilh your chin', they sayi so keep it ^ 
douTi: Now with the same action as you would hastily pohit to some object 
directly In front of you, but with more siiap and speed, shoot your 'aft 
forward, oloshig the fist of course, but not necessarily tightly until the 
actual contact wltbi the knuckles, as in all putiches, well up. This last 
point should be clearly remembered for there are many serious injuries 
to the novice resulthig simply from not hitting properly, the most com- 
mon affllcilon being a sprained thumb. Thus, when shooting forward this 
pctent left, hit with the flat of the fist and above all do not forget the 
walls— do not bump your elbows on them, keep your elbows moving con- 
tinually but In close to the sides. In other words, if ycu had a board on 
ycur, back, strapped around your v?alst, the elbows should be held from ■ 
hlttlig the board, or to put It piiglUstlcally, "don't telegraph youi- punch." .
